WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
President Truman, unable to ob- 
tain business men to serve on the 
Wage Stabilization Board, tonight 
authorized Economic Stabilizer 
Roger L. Putnam to take over the 
task of controlling wages. 

Putnam, in turn, will delegate 
the authority to the four men 
now representating the public on 
the wage board. He said they 
would tackle a pending logjam of 
12,000 wage cases as soon as the 
necessary documents are signed. 

There were strong indications 
that Putnam may immediately 
turn his job over to Michael V. 
DiSalle, the ex-price boss. Put- 
nam has announced plans to be- 
gin his terminal leave next week 
although officially his resignation 
is not expected to take effect 
until Jan. 1. 

WSB Paralyzed. 

The wage board was a three- 
part agency, consisting of public, 
industry and labor members. It 
has been paralyzed for a week 
because seven industry members 
resigned in protest against Tru- 
man’s overruling WSB in grant- 
ing John L. Lewis's soft coal 
miners a $1.90 daily wage in- 
crease. The wage board had held 
that anything more than $1.50 
would be inflationary. 

Industry members denounced 
the Truman action. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States backed them “up, and 
called on business men to refuse 
to serve on the wage board, The 
chamber and the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers called 
for an end to all wage and price 
controls, which the chamber 
branded as a “sham.”

PARIS, Dec. 13 (UP)—Western 
European nations pledged them- 
selves today to try to eliminate 
their need for assistance from the 
United States in a sweeping pro- 
gram of “trade, not aid.” 

Seventeen member nations, and 
the free territory of Trieste, mak- 
ing up the Organization for Eu- 
ropean Co-operation, unanimous- 
ly approved the program which 
the United States hailed as ush-/} 
ering in a new economic era. 

In a report in which the pro- 
gram was included, the OEEC 
outlined a plan designed to make 
Western Europe self-sufficient 
and strengthen bonds of econom- 
ic and financial co-operation. 

Hailed by Ambassador. 

Ambassador William H. Draper 
Jr., American official observer at 
the meeting, called the agreement 
“a historic event which repre- 
sents the first official recognition 
of Europe’s striving to eliminate 
United States aid.” 

Canada also was represented 
by an observer. The countries 
represented by formal delegations 
included every one in Western 
Europe but Spain and Finland. 

The 100,000-word report speci- 
fies no time when Europe may 
hope to be free of the need for

ercise its existing authority to 
act in the absence of a func- 
tioning WSB and to make such 
redelegation of this authority as 
he deemed necessary until the 
WSB “becomes fully representa- 
tive of industry, labor and the 
public.” 

Truman’s Response. 

The President in a brief reply 
said: 

“The course of action you rec- 
ommend has my approval.” 

Papers allowing the four public 
members of the board to func- 
tion will probably be signed Mon- 
day. The four are Charles Kill- 
ingsworth, board chairman; Har- 
old Enarson, Herman Lazarus, and 
Meyer S. Ryder. 

After the White House made 
public the exchange of letters, 
board chairman  Killingsworth 
and Ross S. Shearer, ‘assistant ad- 
ministrator of the E¢onomic Sta- 
bilization Agency, explained the 
situation to reporters at the White

Killingsworth said “we still 
hope to get a board. The board 
remains in existence but it is 
simply inactive.”

13 Symphony Players Adrift in Boat 
For 2 Hours; Almost Miss Concert

Thirteen members of the 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, ap- 
pearing here on its current tour, 
almost missed last night’s concert 
when they floated adrift for two 
hours in a boat in the Gulf of 
} Mexico. 

Invited by William Holt, a 
former St. Louisan, to take a 
trip in his boat around this city's 
port area, the 13 musicians were 
several miles offshore when sea 
water entered the fuel pump of 
the small craft. 

As the hour for the concert 
neared, the unlucky 13 began 
waving shirts and other apparel 
in an effort to attract attention. 
A Navy patrol craft appeared and 
towed the other boat to shore a 
short time before the orchestra 
presented its concert.

No tarfiff incféases and a low- 
ering of tariffs. toward a free- 
market goal. Streamlining of 
customs procedures. 

Large, scale investments over- 
seas, particularly in undeveloped 
territories, 

Co-ordinated efforts to raise 
overesas production of such key 
dollar earnings as raw materials 
which the United States needs. 
International co-operation to as- 
sure stable international commod- 
tiy prices. . 

United States efforts to insure 
that American economy remains 
stable. 

Despite a great recovery from 
the destruction of World War II, 
Europe’s economic situation was 
termed far from satisfactory in 
the OEEC review which was 
made public at the close of a 
two-day meeting here. 

The solution to Europe’s eco- 
nomic ills is “trade, not aid,” 
said the report, adding, however, 
that postwar progress would have 
been inconceivable without 
United States’ Marshall Plan 
backing. 

Bright Spots Noted. 

On the bright side, the report 
listed: 

1. Industrial production is more 
than one and a half times that of 
1947. Private consumption is 
slightly above prewar. 

2. Imports are slightly below 
prewar level, while exports are up 
nearly two-thirds, showing a real 
effort to solve the balance of pay- 
ments problem. 

3. Europe has “laid the founda- 
tions of a better future” through 
large investment programs, liber- 
alization of a big part of its trade, 
and setting up of 1 multilateral 
payments system which also 
covers trade with overseas terri- 
tories and the British-led sterling 
area. 

The report blamed the dollar 
deficit as the main obstacle to Eu- 
rope’s economic progress, and said 
this cannot be solved simply by 
drastic curtailment of imports 
from the dollar area. 

“Apart from the serious conse- 
quences of such a course for cer- 
tain segments of American agri- 
culture and industry,” it said, “‘it 
would mean for Europe a disas- 
trous denial of most essential 
agricultural and industrial goods 
now obtainable only from the dol- 
lar area.” 

‘Live .Within Means.’ 

Europe must determine “to live 
within its means,” the OEEC na- 
tions said, and called on the 
United States to adopt more lib- 
eral and stable import policy and 
to increase United States invest- 
ments abroad. 

The report added: 

“The long-term outlook for 
American business activity de- 
pends primarily on the timing 
and degree of the eventual fall 
in defense expenditure and on the 
extent th which that fall will be 
offset by higher civilian demand. 
No official indications have yet 
been given as to the decline of 
the military program. The fore- 
casts provided are limited to the 
year 1953-54 and it is estimated 
that, over the year as a whole, 
defense expenditure on a delivery 
basis will be higher than in the 
previous year. 

“In the immediate future, with 
defense production still rising, 
there would seem to be some 
danger of renewed inflation. Al- 
though it is probable that any 
further inflationary pressure

East German Informiants’ 
Lives at Stake—Trial 
Without Disclosure 
Poses Problem. 


BERLIN, Dec. 15 (AP)—Army 
authorities disclosed today the 
arrest of a former American in- 
telligence agent and said he had 
in his possession enough docu- 
ments to jeopardize the Army’s 
entire network of informants in 


East Germany. 

They identified the man as 
Michael R. Rothkrug, 44-year-old 
Belgian-born American _ citizen 
who served as a lieutenant in the 
Army in World War II and later 
was a civilian agent for the Mili-| 
tary Intelligence Detachment 
(MID). “ 

MID men investigatifig Roth- 
krug’s presence in Berlin as a 
tourist last August found he had 
gone into business with a Ger- 
man paftner in a textile firm. 
United States spokesmen said 
the agents discovered thouégands 
of top secret documents, missing 
from MID files for two years, in 
the textile office. 

Agent’s Lives Endangered. 
The documents included names 
of Germans working in the anti- 
Communist underground. In- 
formed sources said disclosure of 
such a list would destroy years 
of painstaking work and jeopard- 
ize the lives of the persons con- 
cerned. Some are living in West 
Berlin. Others are in the Soviet 
zone. There were hints that they 
included men highly placed in 
the Communist government itself. 
Rothkrug was jailed in the 
Army stockade. He has been in 
custody four months. A trial is 
being prepared and may be held 
in the next few weeks. 

The United States High Com- 
mission has taken over the case 
from the Army. Authorities said 
the problem of how to try a man 
on such a charge without divulg- 
ing the nature of the top secret 
documents loomed so large in 
Berlin that it was referred to 
Secretary of State Acheson. 
Rothkrug’s home is in West- 
port, Conn., where his brother 
Mark Rothkrug lives, the Army 
said. The United States district 
attorney for Berlin has sent a let- 
ter to Mark Rothkrug advising 
him of the impending case in the 
event the family wants to engage 
an American attorney. 

4000 Papers Vanished in 1950.

U.S. OF SPYING 


Secerity Council Officer 
and His Superior Now 


in Russia—Espionage| 


Noted Year Ago. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
13 (AP)—The ene Nations has 
fired a highly placed Russian erh- 
ploye whe was tagged. as a Soviet 
spy by .the American‘ State De- 
partment. * ~~ #5 

He ‘is* Nikolal Skvortsov; -who 
was personal and confidential aide 
to. Constantin E. Zinchenko, a 
now-absent U.N. assistant secre- 
tary-general who was the highest 
ranking Soviet national in the 
secretariat here. Skvortsov. was 
boss of the Soviet’s state farm 
oom before he came here in 
1950. 


The United States State Depart- 
ment said Skvortsov was fired 
the U.N. after the department 
told’ Secretary-General Trygve 
Lie that Skvortsov had “violated 
a United States law.” 

History of Case 

According to United States 
sources here, this is the chron- 
ology of the Skvortsov case: 

For over a year the United 
States has received secret reports 
on the Russian’s espionage. His 
activities were reported to have 
taken place outside the U.N. and 
did not involve Skvortsov’s U.N. 
job. Last July he went home to 
Moscow on leave. 

Shortly thereafter the State De- 
partment notified the embassy in 
Moscow to deny him a re-entry 
permit if he should ask for one. 
The United States notified Lie of 
the situation in September and in 
October Lie terminated Skvort- 
sov’s employment allegedly be- 
cause the Russian represented an 
“administrative loss” since he was 
unable to return to headquarters 
here. E 

A high U.N, official said—be- 
fore the State Department an- 


nouncement—that Skvortsov’s job/ tim 


had been terminated after he was 
unable to get a re-entry visa after 
his home leave. 

The State Department denied 
this. “We never refused a visa 
as he was fired before the ques- 
tion came up,” State Department 
Press Officer Lincoln White an-.

'BRITAIN'S TEXTILE SALES 
COMING OUT OF SLUMP 


LONDON, ~ Dee. 13 (AP) 
Britain’s textile sales, which fell 
off sharply last spring, throwing 
160,000 operatives out of work, 
are picking up fast. 

Business men of Yorkshire and 
Lancashire, where wool and cot- 
ton industries are centered, say 
the short, sharp slump is over.

Although there has never been 
any open. hostility between the 
two men, their relationships have’ 
been somewhat cool and they 
have had little in common, over 
the years, politically or other- 
wise. Smith did not actively take 
sides in the hot Democratic 
gubernatorial primary 
August, bust many of his sup-| 
porters were opposed.to the new 
Governor. .

Finds Situation Improved. 

Charles F. Ransom, editorial 
writer, Des Moines Register and 
Journal—“I don’t believe the sit- 
uation in Iowa is réally serious. 
Some old evils are being slowly 
ameliorated, a few new ones are 
upon us. The American Legion, 
the V.F.W. and Amvets are 
alerted to protest the appearance 
of certain speakers, but nowadays 
do not try to get a legal ban; they 
want to get their side of the case 
before the public, which is legiti- 
mate. Some years back they used 
occasionally to try to get a police 
ban, or even talk of breaking up 
a meeting to which they objected. 
I think the reason for this change 
is that defenders of free speech 
have stood up to them, in the 
name of Americanism.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 13—The 
American Civil Liberties Union 
reported today that newspaper 
editors in 19 cities throughout the 
country generally were optimistic 
about the outlook for civil liber- 
ities, despite threats in specific 
instances. 

Following are some of the edi- 
tors’ observations, in a survey 
sponsored by A.C.L.U. in connec- 
tion with its observance Monday | 
of the 16lst anniversary of Bill 
of Rights day: 

Race relations continue to 
show improvement but, in the 
words of one editor, “there is a 
long way te go.” 

Court trials generally have 
been fair during the year with 
few instances of illegal search 
and seizure or of wiretapping. 

Neo new laws restricting free- 
dom of speech or assembly 
were passed in the last year. 

The practice of requiring loy- 
alty oaths has been diminish4 

ing, and suggestions for oaths . 
were successfully opposed in 
two communities. 

Teachers enjoy academic- 
freedom in most of the cities 
surveyed, although there were 
some instances of interference 
with instructors and teaching ° 
material, 

Local investigations of al- 
legedly disloyal and subversive 
Persons showed a decline. 

There were few civil liberties 
violations in the labor field. 
Those reported were chiefly 
cases of attémpted interference 
with non-strikers’ .efforts to 
work rather than with the right 
to strike and picket peaceably.

If MacArthur has a “plan” now that differs 
greatly from the one he expounded during 
the exhaustive Senate committee hearings in 
May, 1951, no indication of it has been made 
public. 

Meanwhile, the Korean war continues with- 
out abatement. Both Truman and the de- 
feated Democratic candidate, Adlai Steven- 
son, said during the campaign there was no 
easy solution to the Korean war. After 
making his trip to Korea, President-elect 
Eisenhower has indicated he is in agree- 
ment. “We have no panaceas, no trick ways 
of settling any problem,” he said at his press 
conference in Seoul.

As minérity leader, Johnson will have 
far less responsibility and fewer worries 

over his own re-election to the Senate in 
1954 than he would have had as majority 
leader and the White House spokesman in 
the Senate. McFarland and his predecessor, 
Scott Lucas of Illinois, were defeated in 
their own states in part because of their 
votes as majority leaders. Even as minority 
leader, however, Johnson will have to meet 
the danger of devoting so much time to his 
leadership duties, instead of Texas, that 
he might be defeated for re-election. 

Reports from Texas are that Gov. Allan 
Shivers is ambitious to serve in the Senate. 
A race two years hence between Johnson and 
Shivers in the Democratic primary would be 
an interesting test of whether Shivers’s de- 
sertion of the Democratic party to Repub- 
lican Dwight D. Eisenhower helped or hurt 
his political fortunes. Johnson, like Speaker 
Sam Rayburn, Senator Tom Connally and 
former Vice President John N. Garner, re- 
mained loyal to the Democratic party and 
to Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson. Despite the 
fact that Texas went Republican in the 
presidential contest by more than 150,000 
votes; the Democratic primary of 1954, as in 
the past, is likely to decide the senatorship.

Johnson demonstrated as the majority 
whip and an actjng floor leader during Mc- 
Farland’s absence that he could work with 
this diverse group.

London vs. Hemingway

Permit me to compliment you on the 
fine book section included as part of 
last Sunday’s edition. | 

I agree with Ernest Kirschten, men- 
tioned in Mr. Sherman’s column, that 
Hemingway's “The Old Man and the 
Sea” is an overblown short story, minor 
in rank compared with his best work. 

That Mr. Hemingway should need- 
lessly have drawn out a story to such a 
lerigth shows that he lacked a sense 
of artistic effect. What he told might 
have been better told in. fewer words. 

Compare this with Jack London’s 
“Love of Life,” the first story in a book 
of excellent short stories published in 
1927 by Macmillan. 

The theme is much the same as in 
Hemingway's story of the Old Man, But 
the setting is different. Mr. London 
loses no time in getting into the midst 
of his story. 

_ A few sentences tell all we need 
know about two men who “limped pain- 
fully down the bank, and once the 
foremost of the two staggered among 
the rough-strewn rocks. mony A were 
tired and weak, and their faces had the 
drawn ee of patience which 
comes of hardship long endured.” 

Hardships endured make them so in- 
different to each other's welfare that, 
when crossing a stream one slips and 
injurés his leg, the other goes pn and 
leaves the injured man alone in the 
wilderness. o greater crime could 
have been committed according to the 
code of the woods. 

After near starvation and days of ter- 
rible hardship, the injured man is even- 
tually taken on board a ship, first 
having found the skeleton of his part- 
ner eaten by wolves. 

The story ends with the man’s mania 
for. storing food in his bunk, his mind 
having been unsettled by \his hard- 
ships. This story contains little more 
than one-tenth of the words in Heming- 
way’s, yet it is far more effective.

But will the anti-depression measures taken in 
the 30’s prove adequate to the conditions of the 
50’s? That is the real question. To assume that 
we have already achieved push-button protection 
against severe business fluctuations would: be 
rash indeed. The National Planning Association, 
in a report just published, warns that sustained 
prosperity, which it firmly believes to be attain- 
able, is not going to be automatic. It will require, 
says this report, “a number of constructive ad- 
justments in the attitude and policies of both 
government and private groups.” : 

There are four basic squrces of economic ac- 
tivity: the dollars spent by consumers, the dol- 
lars spent by business for plant investment, the 
dollars spent in foreign trade, and the dollars | 
spent by government. The N.P.A. economists 
find that if full employment in a growing coun- 
try is to be sustained as defense spending levels 
off, every one of these streams of purchasing 
power must be widened. 


Consider the implications. If consumers are 
to buy more, the N.P.A. economists find, “a rise 
in both wages and farm income appears essen- 
tial.” If business is to invest more, taxes must 
be reduced to provide the fullest incentives. If 
government is to sustain its own contribution to 
the economy, then according to this view de- 
fense spending must be replaced in part by 
spending on non-defense projects. 

. . s 


This is why “constructive adjustments” in cur- 
rent attitudes may be needed. The picture drawn 
by the National Planning Association is not ex- 
actly compatible with the picture of steadily de- 
clining government expenditures presented by 
Senator Baft and other Republican leaders. In- 
deed, in one theoretical projection of a full em- 
ployment economy for 1960 the N.P.A. econo- 
mists suggest that government expenditures for 
non-defense purposes may have to rise by 30 per 
cent if the nation is to generate enough income 
to sustain full employment for a steadily grow- 
ing labor force. 

Nobody’s crystal ball is infallible, and econo- 
mists notoriously disagree. Making due allow- - 
ance for the discrepancy of expert testimony, 
however, it is prudent to say that the answer to 
“What's ahead?” has not been written. 


Enough has been learned about the workings 
of a complex industrial economy to suggest that 
we can sustain full employment in the post-de- 
fense period if the right decisions are taken at 
the right time. But progperity is no more auto- 
matic than peace; it must be planned for and 
won. It will not be too early to begin the plan- 
ning the moment the Eisenhower Administration 
takes office.

What has become of the bill to perfnit fluori- 
dation of the city’s water supply? This is the 
season for giving to children, and fluoridation is 
perhaps the greatest gift that the Aldermen can 
make to the children of St. Louis. 

It would be welcomed by parents, too. Chil- 
dren who drink fluoridated water from birth 
through their early teens are plagued with a 
great deal less dental decay than those from 
whom this benefit is withheld. So what is hold- 
ing it up in- St. Louis?

In 
fact, we have a feeling that it will be. The old 
engine has been turned over; The old car is 
beginning to roll. 
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The Architecture of Debate 


All meaning goes out of a democracy if it is 
not, in the words of Wendell Phillips, “a spleridid 
architecture of debate.” The right to vote 
without the right to think and to speak is worth- 
Jess. And so it is good to learn that a group of 
distinguished citizens has been brought together 
under the sponsorship of the Ford Foundation 
for the “elimination of restrictions on freedom 
of thought, inquiry and expression in the United 
States.” "9 

There may have been a time in this country, 
although we doubt it, when this might have 
been considered a work of supererogation. Some 
forces have always been inimical to liberty, even 
in this country. Unhappily, the current world 
situation makes them stronger than they have 
been in the past. There are perils and tempta- 
tions implicit in the very necessity of a prudent 
regard for national security. 


In the end, freedom is our strongest safe- 
guard because if it is lost, there is nothing to 
guard. The defenders must always have a due 
regard for what they are defending. Paul Hoff- 
man, speaking for the Ford Foundation, said: 
“The many controversial problems in this area 
can best be acted on by an organization that 
has complete independence.” And he might 
have added “a high degree of public respect.” 

The selection of Russell L. Dearmont of St. 
Louis as one of the 15 directors of the new or- 
ganization is typical of the group’s high standard 
of ability and responsibility. It has its work to 
perform in these days of demagogues within and 
without. It can do much to protect the high 
mind and the warm heart of America. It can 
help us survive the struggle for survival.

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Eisenhower and the Press 

The ghost of the “White House spokesman,” 
exiled from Washington for 20 years, is haunting 
the Eisenhower Administration. 

The “White House spokesman” was a device 
by which presidents avoided direct contact with 
the press. Instead of holding press conferences 
at which questions could be asked and answers 
given or withheld, presidents expressed their 
views through an anonymous mouthpiece. The 
essence of the device is that it permits a Presi- 
dent to influence public opinion without assum- 
ing personal responsibility for his remarks. 

Gen. Eisenhower, we think, is a big enough 
man to do without this discredited method of 
dealing with the people. He is big enough to 
face the music of regular press conferences, and 
there are important reasons why he should do so. 

, But the President-elect’s conduct on his trip 
to Korea has been disturbing. Not once has he 
held a press conference. The nearest he came 
to it was his meeting with correspondents at

Franklin and Jefferson would be pleased 
to note that the United States is changing 
from the most to least provincial country. 


Expenditures for newspapers and maga- 
zines take almost 76 per cent more con- 
stant dollars.

He 
was a far bigger man than, for 
instance, Eliud Mathu who is an 
Oxford graduate and led the mod- 
erate wing of the Kenya African 
union. 

Reaching the Children. 

Working, also, through the Ki- 
kuyu Independent Schools As- 
sociation, whose teachers he sup- 
plied from his Kenya teachers 
college at Githunguri, Kenyatta 
spread the gospel of nationalism 
far and wide into the villages. 
Teachers supplied children with 
literature condemning the system 
whereby only whites can own 
land in the highlands. They 
preached anti-Christian doctrines, 
taught hymns and a creed in 
which the name of Jomo Ken- 
yatta was blasphemously substi- 
tuted for that of Jesus Christ. 

By arresting Kenyatta the Brit- 
ish governor of Kenya, Sir Ever- 
lyn Baring, has built Kenyatta up 
in the imagination of both his 
supporters and his opponents into 
something slightly bigger than life 
size.

It may be true, as the British 
secret service chief theorizes, that 
Red agents, operating from the 
Russian hospital in Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia, are keeping in touch 
with Mau Mau.

England’s Mistakes. 

The Communists are merely 
playing the old opportunistic game 
of trying to exploit the white 
man’s mistakes. Among the mis- 
takes the British have made in 
this rich East African colony are: 

1. Paying too little attention 
to land hunger and the general 
economic problem of the black 
man. 

Generally speaking the black 
man in Kenya is the small peas- 
ant farmer who keeps one foot 
on the land as insurance against 
destitution and goes out to work 
as a casual laborer on the white 
man’s farm or in town. 

This system, which worked as 
long as there was enough land 
to go around, has broken down 
now on the overcrowded reserva- 
tion where the _ million-strong 
Kikuyu tribe lives. 

Erosion, overcultivation and 
population increase have created 
an.acute shortage of land on the 
reservation. But alongside the 
reservation in the forbidden white 
man’s area are rich, well-tended 
farmsteads.

This -year the congressional 
delegates were Senators Alexan- 
der Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, and 
Theodore Francis Green (Dem.), 
Rhode Island. They were named 
to carry out the bipartisan policy 
initiated at the start of the U.N. 
for the delegation. 

Wiley in the new Congress is 
slated to be named chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. Some delegates here

1. Concentrate, during the 
immediate future, on quality 
instead of quantity, particularly 
in the case of the 25 front-line 
divisions and 25 reserve divi- 
sions. which are now available 
for the defense of western Eu- 
rope. 

The 25 reserve divisions called 
for by the Lisbon agreement of 
last February should theoretically 
be ready for action at some time 
during the first 30 days after 
mobilization. The fact is that 
many of them are’ poorly 
equipped, insufficiently trained 
and obviously incapable of going 
into action effectively within a 
month. 

25 Are Good to Excellent. 

The 25 front-line divisions are 
more or less up to snuff and some 
of them — particularly the six 
American divisions and four Brit- 
ish divisions now in Germany— 
are good to excellent. Maximum 
stress will now be laid on getting 
all of the front line divisions into 
perfect shape. 

This will involve considerable 
modification of the tentative goals 
adopted at Lisbon for 1953 and 
1954. They called for 76 divisions 
by the end of 1953 and 97 by the 
end of 1954, In any case no hard 
and fast target will be fixed by 
this meeting of the North Atlantic 
council. They will await further 
study and a second meeting of 
the council in March or April. 


2. Make the maximum use of 
“super weapons” in drawing up 
long-range defense plans for 
Europe and make the necessary 
adjustments in previous plans 
for orthodox weapons and clas- 
sical military formations. 


The demand for a reappraisal 
of defense requirements in view 
of super-weapon development was 
first advanced by the British. At 
first it was violently opposed by 
the Americans who insisted that 
the so-called “classical” defense 
program should go on as planned. 
Now there is an accommodation 
of views. 


The Americans agree that a 
certain slow-up or cut-back or 
stretch-out of previous defense 
plans may be feasible, with a 
simultaneous concentration on 
new weapons.

Question of “Critical Moment.” 
There still seems to be a dif- 
ference of opinion about the 
“critical moment” in the defense 
of Western Europe. The United 
States has felt that defense prep- 
arations would be aimed at 1954 
on the theory that the Russians, 
theoretically, might be able to 
achieve a large enough stock-pile 
of atomic bombs by that time to 
neutralize the presént American 
atomic threat. Even though the 
Russians did not have as many 
atomic bombs as the United 
States they might have enough to 
threaten destruction of the prin- 
cipal capitals of western Europe. 
That is. when it would be abso- 
lutely vital to have a large force 
of combat-ready ground forces 
screening western Europe. 


There is more and more ten- 
dency on the part of everybody to 
share the British thesis that su- 
per-weapons now developed or in 
the process of development really 
do change the long-range picture 
in a radical way and that it would 
be foolish to ignore them in any 
long-range planning. The thesis 
gains ground as these weapons 
grow deadlier and as it becomes 
more and more certain that the 
Russians are planning on a long- 
range lukewarm war in Europe 
instead of a German-type blitz. 


Anybody who knows the na- 
ture of some of the new super 
weapons now being developed 
is bound to regard previous de- 
fense programs as fantastically 
archaic. 


It still is agreed that infantry, 
tanks and other classical items 
will be necessary in order to hold 
Europe during the critical days 
when the other forms of warfare 
are getting under way. It is now 
the established opinion of mili- 
tary experts that it might take 
between three and four months 
for these weapons to bring victory 
over Russia. In the meantime, 
the attacks of the Red Army 
would have to be held by infan- 
try and armor, supported by 
atomic bombs dropped by air and 
atomic artillery and guided mis- 
siles. 

If those first attacks were not 
held Russia might exact terrible 
reprisals for super-weapon at- 
tacks on either miiltary or civilian 
Strategic targets. If western 
Europe were completely over-run, 
those attacks might become im- 
possible or, worse, useless.

‘number is a military secret. 

A few “big babies”—the giant 
B-36s capable of cruising 10,000 
miles non-stop—also fly over to 
Britain from the United States 
for periodic training. 

R.A.F. Also on Hand: 

Added to this powerful Amer- 
ican force is the full strength of 
Britain’s home-based Royal Air 
Force. The R.A.F.’s total manpow- 
er at home and abroad numbers 
264,500 officers and men. Also in 
Britain is a wing—about 45 
planes—of Canadian air force Sa- 
bre jets. 

All of these forces, American, 
British and Canadian, work 
smoothly together. Three squad- 
rons of United ‘States Sabre 
jets are under operational con- 
trol of British air defense com- 
mand. British liaison officers are 
stationed at all major United 
States bases. 

The teamwork is close. Amer- 
feans and Britons man super- 
secret radar stations ringing the 
British Isles. This warning and 
communication system is so 
“classified” air force officers 
don’t even like to mention its 
existence. But it’s no secret that 
the West won’t get caught nap- 
ping here with another Pearl 
Harbor. 

The American Air Force began 
maving back to Britain July 17 
and 18, 1948, when two groups of 
B29 Superforts landed at Mar- 
ham, England. Britain offered a 
number of wartime air bases to 
the Americans, rent free. 

As the cold war got hotter, 
American air forces in Britain 
steadly increased in men and 
planes. On Nov. 1, 1951, the 
Third Air Division became the 
Third Air Force. It directs tacti- 
cal air forces—the fighters and 
fighter-bombers which generally 
provide support for land forces— 
and provides logistical support for 
all American Air Force and Army 
units in Britain. 

Strategic Bombers. 

Another brand-new force also 
was born on May 1, 1951—the 
Seventh Air Division. It flies 
America’s long-range bombers 
based in Britain. It works closely 
‘with the Third Air Force but 
‘takes its operation orders directly 
from the Strategic Air Command 
headquarters of Offutt Air Base, 
Omaha, Nebr.

I came back from the Far 
East more convinced than ever 
that the Korean war was 
planned, or at least encouraged, 
by Russia for the sole purpose 
of preventing the Western pow- 
y ers from recognizing new China 
and to fan the hatred of the 
yellow races for American and 
European imperialism. 


Certain optimists would have 
us believe that the Chinese Com- 
munists merely are agrarian re- 
formers. This point of view com- 
pletely underestimates the frankly 
Marxist character of China's 
rulers. 


You only have to read some of 
Mao Tse-tung’s speeches, or those 
of Kuo Mo-jo, the philosopher, to 
be convinced. But this Marxist 
government has not yet estab- 
lished Communism. It gave land 
to the peasants and allowed them 
the right to transfer it to their de- 
pendents. 


Small industry and business is 
wholly in the hands of private en- 
terprises, with the exception of 
agricultural and urban consumer- 
goods co-operatives which the new 
government is trying very wisely 
to expand. Big business still is 
largely in the hands of private 
groups. 

In fact, the popular Chinese 
government which has such a 
Marxist philosophy, has not, to 
date, socialized anything more 


jor businesses in the country. Its 
program certainly envisages the 
complete socialization of all China, 
but you wonder when the pro- 
gram can be put into effect. The 
government would need to be 
able to control millions ‘of small! 
family concerns or trades and at 
present it hasn’t got enough ad- 
ministrative talent to handle its 
current requirements. 


Talking about China’s Social- 
ism, one Chinese smiled slightly 
and said, “You know, in China, 
reforms never go very far. We 
don’t like extremes. We usually 
wind up taking the middle 
road.” 


That is exactly the impression 
I got after spending three weeks 
in the country and it seems to jell 
with the Chinese sense of reality. 
In a country like China, Socialism 
can’t get very far. It’s against the 
very nature of things. 

The Russians didn’t hesitate 
to cause two terrible famines and 
overthrow the economy of their 
country to put their Marxist theo- 
ries into practice. Communism 
had to be established, no matter 


than the possessions of its politi- | 
cal enemies and some of the ma- | 


That doesn’t seem to be the 
policy in China. Not only is the 
Government not trying to bring 
things to a head, the regime con- 
stantly is appealing to private en- 
terprise to help the country’s 
economy. As time goes on, prin- 
ciples tend to give way to daily 
reality. 

It has been said that Chinese 
Communists are like radishes. 
Red outside and white inside. 
There may be more truth than 
fiction in the comparison. One 
thing is certain. Chinese Marx- 
ism is vastly different from Rus- 
sian Marxism. 

China has a special facility 
for digesting the men arid ideas 
which enter its boundaries. 
Marxism will pass through the 
Chinese melting pot ‘and come 
out a very different product 
from that conjured up by Karl 
Marx. 

It is my belief that the policy 
of the West toward China is lack- 
ing both in realism and vision. It 
lacks realism in the sense that it 
has not exploited the friction be- 
tween Moscow and Peiping. It 
lacks vision because it thinks only 
of the present and refuses to work . 
for the long-term objective. 

It needed a break between Bel- 
grade and Moscow before the 
West realized that Communism 
cannot change human nature and 
make man into a peaceful animal. 
As Communism increases, ele- 
ments of division are introduced 
into its ranks. Nationalism in- 
| evitably clashes with the so-called 
| brotherhood of man which makes 
a business of wiping out frontiers, 
languages and religions. 


Made Trade Plea. 
When the rulers of China de- 
clared that they wanted to do 
business with America and 
Europe, that they had food prod- 
ucts to exchange for tools and 
machinery; when they said they 
wanted to industrialize their 
country and appealed for the help 
(of Western technicians and schol- 
ars, I think they were sincere. 
I am almost convinced that if 
China had access to foreign mar- 
kets, and was given international 
assistance, she gradually would 
secede from Moscow. Of course, 
it’s a long-range objective that 
would take plenty of patience and 
tact, but I am convinced that it 
would be well worth trying . 
There is a small, but powerful, 
section of public opinion that 
| would like to hurry things up. If 
we were to listen to this group, 
we would be ready to call the turn 
right now with the Communist 
bloc. According to them, a hot 
war is the inevitable consequence 
of a cold war, but I still think 
there is a way to replace the cold 


war by a cold peace.

The Man With Three Lives 


BULL-FIGHTER FROM BROOKLYN, 
by Sidney Franklin.

VEN if Sidney Franklin's 

book isn’t all true it is still 

an amazing story. If it is all 
true, however, then it is doubly 
amazing. 


Ernest Hemingway, who knew 
Franklin well, says that Sidney 
Franklin has led three lives: 
One American, one Mexican, 
and one Spanish. “Bull Fighter 
from Brooklyn” is the story of 
those three lives. The wonder 
of his story is how he did so 
well and succeeded in all three. 

Sidney Franklin, in his nar- 
rative tells of his adventures ‘in 
the fashion of a real story 
teller. He has a fine feeling for 
climax and denouement im- 
perative in any story of adven- 
ture. Born in Brooklyn, he emi- 
grated to Mexico after a quar- 
rel with his father. There, at 
the age of seventeen, he be- 
came a commercial artist, drew 
bull-fighter posters, and finally 
got interested in bult fighting 
himself. From the small ranches 
in Mexico, he moved to the 
Mexican bull ring and thence 
to Spain where he became the 
toast of the whole country. He 
commanded the highest fees 
ever paid to a fighter. 

Modesty is certainly not one 
of Franklin’s strong points; and 
he is one of those story tellers 
whose every anecdote reminds 
him of another one. And in all 


of them Franklin emerges as 
chief protagonist and hero. 

He manages not only to in- 
volve himself in one thrilling 
predicament after another but 
also plays the part of the hero 
in extricating himself. Rather 
than detracting from his charm, 
however, it adds to it. Frank- 
lin seems to have the real 
soldier of fortune approach to 
life. There is not one problem 
that can’t be solved by a little, 
ingenuity, bravery, and derring- 
do. Adventure follows adven- 
ture in his life, and through it 
all, he emerges glowing and 
successful.

T is unfortunate that Frank- 

lin hasn’t chosen to tell 

“why” he elected the life he 
did. Rather he has chosen the 
“how” of it. After all,: bull 
fighting is about as exciting a 
science as one could find for an 
American city boy to take up. 
The reader would iike to know 
why the author chose such a 
life. What was there in this 
boy from the Brooklyn streets 
that prepared him for so devi- 
ous a vocation? 


According to his book, he 
seemed to grasp the necessary 
elements of bull fighting al- 
most from the beginning. These 
“why’s” he has omitted. But he 
has not omitted the “how’s.” 
And these add up to a most 
interesting book. 

The reader doesn’t have to 
be an aficionado to enjoy 
Franklin’s book. All he needs 
is a taste for adventure.

apore. As long as hell is hot- 
ter than Singapore and thought- 
ful readers find the distinction 
significant, Gréene will be 
greater than Maugham. 


I suppose the most important 
thing for a writing teacher to 
remember while he is working 
on technique with a neophyte 
writer is to leave his creative 
impulse alone. That is diffi- 
cult and, in practice, cannot 
be completely successful — 
however, complete success isn’t 
necessary. A promising writer, 
as distinguished from the ever- 
lastingly disappointing brilliant 
dilettante, is no tender plant. 
He is a rugged individualist 
with a head like a rock. He has 
monumental persistence in and 
fondness for his own ideas 
coupled with much less than 
normal susceptibility to sugges- 
tion. He is born with and 
cherishes suspicion and moody 
distrust of advice.

HE suspicion is both netes- 
Ton and good even when it 

concerns his slow, grudging 
acceptance of fundamental tech- 
niques. In his search for the 
good, the true and the beautiful, 
the real writer is no sponge 
sopping up any and all sensa- 
tions and impressions as so 
many seem to think; quite the 
contrary: the basic, essential 
principle of his life is selection. 
One should not be surprised 
that it.operates in him from the 
beginning. 

What we try to do in the In- 
stitute at St. Louis Univer- 
sity is to limit admission to 
those who show strong evidence 
of talent and persistence.

Is Advice for 
Home When Old 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP) — 
Old-age experts said yesterday 
persons planning to retire in their 
own homes at 65 on a modest in- 
come should start buying it before 
they reach 40. 

The gerontologists, experts on 
the problems of old age; picked 
40 as a safe deadline to start pay- 


ing for homes, bécause the aver-/| 


age ‘mortgage runs 25 yéars and 
thus would be paid off at retire- 
ment age. Otherwise, pensioners 
may find themselves saddled with 
mortgage payments too large for 
their retirement incomes. 

Almost half the nation’s elderly

This year you can make it a 
“green Christmas” for the garden- 
ers on your list, by selecting gifts 
from a fine array of bulbs, potted 
plants, roses, shrubs and even 
trees. Plants that are not ready 
for December delivery in Santa's 
pack can be represented by gift 
certificates from a nursery. 

Both evergreens and deciduous 
shrubs and trees can be planted 
outside in December if the weath- 
er is favorable—but let's not 
make any rash prognostications. 
Ornamentals which prefer spring 
planting can be ordered now for 
delivery at the proper season. 
Anyone would be thrilled, I'd 
think, with a magnolia, although 
it might be hard to choose be- 
tween M. Soulangeana, with its 
snowy white and pinkish blooms, 
and the fragrant M. Stellata. Then | Boston 
there is the evergreen M. Grandi- 
flora, which has rich, glossy 
leaves that are a delight at any 
season. 

Either pink or white dogwoods 
should be welcome gifts, and the’ 
rare double form, which may be 
found at some nurseries, is prac- 
tically a collector’s item. The 
white redbud, Cercis canadensis 


s) alba, is an artistocrat that would 
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be prized by the most discrimi- 
nating gardener. For a very spe- 
cial present for a very special 
person, select weeping cherries, 
or tree wisterias in white, laven- 
der or pink. 

Big Three in Roses. 

There are wonderful gifts for 
the rose lover, and that includes 
almost everybody. Coral Dawn, 
the first reliable everblooming 
climber which has .flowers in 
coral pink, is said to be as hardy, 
floriferous and disease-resistant 
as that fine old favorite, New 
Dawn. Masses of fluffy pink 
blossoms produced by a _ red- 
blooming pillar rose gave it the 
appropriate name, Pink Cloud. 

When it comes to hybrid teas, 
even the most particular rosarian 
would be glad to have Santa leave 
an order for “the Big Three for 
53.” Included are one plant each 
of Helen Traubel and Chrysler 
Imperial (All-America winners in 
1951 and 1952), along with a 1953 
debutante, Buccaneer. 

Some of the nurseries in this 
area have baby evergreens in 
four and one-half inch pots, and 
these infants are most fetching 
when dressed up in holiday wrap- 
pings and ribbons.

CHICAGO, Dec. 13 (AP)—Fin- 
ger-wagging at “paid gladiators” 
and proposals for stream-lining 
the Olympic games highlighted 
the first directive by new Presi- 
dent Avery Brundage to his In- 
ternational Olympic Committee. 

Brundage, the solemn watch- 
dog of American athletic amateur- 
ism for years, disclosed today he 
had dispatched three circulars 
to the more than 80 national 
Olympic committees since he was 
named 10.C. president at Hel- 
sinki last summer. 

The first, mailed world-wide in 
September, was a general review 
of Olympic standards and sug- 
gested improvement of Olympic 
officiating, eliminating of team 
and ‘women’s sports, and eradi- 
cating a tendency to make the 
Olympics a contest of athletic 
wards of the state. 

In two subsequent circulars 
sent fn early October, Brundage 
got down to cases which he 
thought violated the amateur 


code. 

One in the House. 
In one, he sailed int® rumors 
that a Rio de Janiro newspaper 
raised the house-buying fund for 
Olympic hop-step-and-jump cham- 
pion Ferreira de Silva.

Donors’ Blood Is Pooled. 

In processing gamma globulin, 
blood from 150 or more donors 
ds pooled. That means that anti- 
bodies in the blood of any of 
those persons who happen to be 
immune to polio will appear in 
the entire batch of gamma globu- 
lin. The blood from the other 
donors carries no antibodies but 
must be included because there 
is no practical way to determine 
which donors are immune. 

Dr. Harford, associate professor 
of medicine at Washington Uni- 
versity, pointed out that gamma 


‘globulin can be used economical- 


ly to prevent measles. A person 
generally knows when he has 
been exposed to measles, and he 
can be inoculated following ex- 
posure. 

In the case of polio, on. the 
other hand, the means of trans- 
mission is not well understood. 
It is believed, however, that in 
an epidemic almost everyone in 
a large area may be exposed. 
Tremendous quantities of gamma 
globulin would be necessary to 
treat them all.

co-operation with hospitals to 


velop a practical commercial 
cess for obtaining the substance 


paralysis season next summer, 
has asked for an extra 2,000,000 
pints of blood to build up stocks 
of the substance. 

Merle Wheeler, assistant di- 
rector of the blood program for 
the Red Cross Midwestern Area 
Office here, said three United 
States plants that can produce 
gamma _ globulin commercially 
would have to be expanded 
greatly before mass inoculation 
could be attempted in all ‘epi- 
demic areag. 

He said polio is expected to be 
epidemic ,next summer in 150 
counties having 2,000,000 chil- 
dren. 

Wheeler pointed out that the 
Red Cross collects blood but that 
allocation of gamma globulin will 
be handled by the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis. 


Impractical on Large Scale. 

The foundation’s medical di- 
rector, Dr. Hart E. Van Riper of 
New York, said here last June 
that it would be im cal to 
give gamma globulin on a mass 
scale. He said one pint of blood 
yielded only enough for 18 injec- 
tions. He spoke more hopefully 
of current research toward per- 
manent, active immunity. 

One of the most critical com- 
ments on the use of gamma glo- 
bulin to combat polio appeared 
this month in Lancet, a British 
medical journal. 

“To protect a large number of 
people in this way,” said Lancet 
in an editorial, “gamma globulin 
would be required in such enor- 
mous amounts that we would be 
faced with the possibility of ex- 
sanguinating half the population 


to protect the rest.”

| One Woman, 93 Children 


@Atha Graffort, 74 Years Old, 
‘Reared 16 of Them From Infancy 
to Adulthood—80 Were Wards 
of Board of Children's Guardians

ISS ATHA GRAFFORT had had quite a day. First of all, 
she’d come all the way from her home in Olney, Mo. by 
way of Bowling Green, which is the nearest bus station, and 
the bus had been late. Then she'd been on a nation-wide radio 
program, talking by remote control to Ralph Edwards, m.c., of 
“Truth or Consequences” out in Hollywood, and though she didn’t 
know it, she’d been awarded a stove, a refrigerator and a deep 
freeze, She’d been whisked all over town, to advertising agencies, 
to studios, to lunch at a big hotel, and now she was confronted 


with a newspaper reporter and 
too much, 

“I don’t know what I’m going 
to do if they don’t quit putting 
me in the limelight,” she said 
with mock exasperation and a 
twinkle in her eye which belied it. 


When we explained that we 
just wanted to hear about her 
children she relaxed. After all, 
every mother likes to talk about 
her children and Miss Graffort 
has had a lot of them—93 in all. 
Eighty of them were wards of the 
Board of Children’s Guardians 
here in St. Louis, most of them 
were homeless and at least tem- 
porarily motherless when she 
took them in, and 16 stayed with 
her from infancy to adulthood. 
It was one of the 16 who wrote 
Ralph Edwards and told him that 
for a 74-year-old little lady, Miss 
Graffort was quite a person. 


Tiny, stooped, and a little hard 
of hearing, she’s still pert and 
spry and reminds you a great 
deal of “Grandma” of the comic 
strip and like “Grandma,” she’s 
quite a hand at playing marbles. 
It was this talent which started 
her off as a foster mother with 
the Board of Children’s Guard- 
ians. 


“It seems. like I’ve had children 
around all my life,” she explains. 


“My mother was an invalid and 
I kept boarders so I could be 
home with her and still earn 
some money, and somehow people 
began asking me to care for their 
children. I raised my brother's 
child; he sent her to me by mail 
when she was less than two years 
old. She came on the train, with 
a tag attached to her, stamped, 
and in the care of the conductor. 
She had both hands full of dimes 
and quarters the passengers had 
given her. 

“It was 1925 when I first went 
to the Board after an old gentle- 
man who worked at City Hospi- 
tal told me about it. The eve- 
ning I went in, there was a police- 
man there with two little boys. 
They were crying and frightened 
so while the worker talked to the 
policeman, I said, ‘Come on, boys, 
do you know how to play mar- 
bles?” (I happened to have some 
marbles in my pocket.) They said, 
‘Aw, you can’t play marbles.’ I 
said, ‘Yes, I can.’ 


“So we went in the next room 
and made some chalk marks on 
the floor, and you know, I’d never 
been able to strike a marble out 
before but I struck ’em all, That 
ended it. They said, ‘Can’t we go 
home with you?’ And the worker 
said, ‘Miss Graffort, you don’t 
even have to make out an appli- 
cation. The boys are yours.’”

ROM then on, Miss Graffort 
Fea children all the time, in her 

flat here in St. Louis and later 
at her Olney home where she 
moved because she thought the 
country was a better place for 
children. Sometimes she had as 
many as 15 at a time and until 
the Board made a ruling limiting 
foster mothers to six children, 
she thought it was more fun by 
the dozen. Once she had four 
babies under the age of two 
months. To hear her tell it, there 
wasn’t much to that at all. 

“They all had the same formula 
and were fed at the same time,” 
she says, “and I had a collie dog 
that would wake me for the night 
feedings. The collie saved the 
life of one of the babies. Ycut 
see, they came so fast I didn’t 
have proper places for them so I 
slept one in a bed, and two in 
clothes baskets on each side of 
my bed, and the fourth one, a 
little girl, in a dresser drawer at 
the foot of the bed. That way I 
could raise up nights and see that 
they were all ccvered. 

“One night I went downstairs 
to warm the milk and the collie 
dog came down and began pulling 
at my gown. I said, ‘Babe, leave 
me alone. I know they’re hungry 
but I’m hurrying.’ Babe started 
up and then came back and pulled 
at me again, so I went upstairs. 


“The little girl had worked her 
way down under the covers and 
she was black in the face. The 
dog went over and commenced 
pulling the covers off, and I 
grabbed her and tock her to the 
bathroom and put water on her 
and worked over her till she 
started breathing all right. Then 
I sat up the rest of the night just 
watching her breathe. That was 
—- only serious trouble I ever

She wasn’t quite that fortunate 
for one of the 93 did die. That 
was little Richard, who was found, 
a newborn baby, wrapped up in 
newspaper, abandoned in Walnut 
Park. She got him from the hos- 
pital when he was 13 days old 
and eventually adopted him. 
Richard died of sleeping sickness 
when he was eight and she’s 
never stopped grieving over it, 
though mest of the time she’s 
been too busy to sorrow a lot. 
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HE insists stalwartly that while 

93 youngsters presented a vari- 

ety of problems, she’s never had 
“a bad child.” 

“By bad, I mean a stealing or 
lying or sneaking around child,” 
she explains. “Of course they’re 
faulty; they all have their faults. 


“T had one boy who burned a 
garage down before he came to 
me and his mother said, ‘Miss 
Graffort, watch him because he 
will set things afire.” But he 
never did cause me any serious 
trouble, never was bad, just full 
of life. During World War II, he 
was lost at sea and his mother 
called, all tears. I said, ‘Don’t 
you worry, our boy has been in 
too many scrapes and got out of 
them to have a little matter of an 
ocean bother him. Just trust and 
pray and I'll be praying.’ Well 
sure enough, he floated up to 
shore.” 


Two little boys set off fireworks 
in her best bedroom and burned 
out the rugs and curtains. Re- 
gretfully, Miss Graffort reported 
to the Board that she felt the 
boys “‘needed a man in the fam- 
ily.” On one occasion, a pair of 
twins, sharing a bed, banged 
their bottles, together till they 
broke and she found the little 
boy solemnly eating the pieces of 
glass. One little girl pinned the 
lips of a playmate together with 
a safety pin, and another of the 
babies unbolted his bed and swal- 
lowed the bolt. 

“After it’s over, it’s all funny 
but they give you some scares,” 
she says matter of factly. 

Just as in other families, the 
teen-agers have not been fand 
of the littler children on occa- 
sion. One girl—‘Helen, she was 
the pretty one”’—objected when 
Miss Graffort took in some 
babies. 

“I’ve got a nice boy friend,” 
she said, “and I know how you'll 
be. He’ll be here some night 
and you'll call, ‘Helen, come help 
me put a diaper on the baby’.”

LTHOUGH we came home from

recently passed out to other deer hunters, thig doesn’ 
prove the advice was of no account. What it 


30,000 or more hunters in the 

woods, the element of luck 

weighs heavily in the balance 

of success and failure in any 

deer hunt. Nor does failure 

to bag a deer neceséarily 

mean the hunt was unsuc- 

cessful, for the 1952 season 

will go down in memory as 

one of the most pleasant I’ve 

ever spent in the deer woods. 

Good comradeship with as 

fine a group of friends and 

sportsmen as any man could 

hope to find, unmarred by 

any the careless actions 

Which lead to accident or 

tragedy, and three days spent 

learning more about the for- 

est and the habits of the 

whitetails, these made the 

season a success. And one of our party did bring in his deer 

on the second day, so that there was meat in camp to show to 
visiting hunters, 

Late in the afternoon before the season opened, Buck 
Hornkohl of the Forest Service drove up in a pouring rain and 
we loaded my gear into the car along with his. There were 
bed rolls, cook kit, grub box, lariat rope and ax, cameras, guns 
and ammunition. Then Ginnie gave us an early supper and we 
said our goodbys and drove off for Van Buren in Carter county, 
Although we knew we'd arrive late, Ben Davis had promised 
to hold us a room at the Rose Cliff which would save camp- 
ing out in the storm. And when we got there we found Ben’s 
lobby, as always, full of friends. May Kennedy McCord was 
guest for the night, having planned a trip next day to Charles- 
ton with Thad Snow, and was entertaining the group with 
Ozarks songs to the accompaniment of her versatile guitar. 
Harold Terrill of the Conservation Commission was hunting 
this season instead of patrolling the deer territory by plane; 
and he and his brother were arranging the next day’s expedi- 
tion with Rip Burrus, the Carter county postmaster, woodsman 
and conservationist, oe

Perhaps it was Thad Snow’s bedtime libation 
which made the night pass so swiftly. At any rate, it 
seemed I’d been asleep no more than a moment when 
Shelly knocked on my door to announce it was 5 
o'clock, In a few moments we were downing hot cakes 
and sausage and well before daylight we were headed 
out the road for Possum Hollow where we'd decided 
to make our first day’s hunt,

THIS WAS WHERE I'd taken the big 10-point buck on 
opening day, two seasons ago, and the urge to go back was 
irresistable, But though we hunted out one hollow after an- 
other and conditions seemed ideal for still-hunting, we found 
no deer. Trying to analyze the reasons, we decided there were 
probably two contributing factors. The whole territory was 
being ranged by livestock, including a herd of half-wild horses 
which would be a liability to their owner unless he grazed them 
free on other people’s land. These and the half-wild hogs were 
consuming the available browse and acorns. Then over to the 
south lies the big tract acquired by the state for a deer and 
turkey refuge. So far, no protection is being given the area 
and it has become a paradise for illegal hunting. Most of the 
wild turkey are said to have been wiped out, while hounds 
are used to drive the deer until they've all been killed or run 
out of the country. So until the Conservation Commission 
starts to give the area at least normal protection, I expect we'll 
find little game at Possum Hollow.

We'd been invited to join up with the Wright boys 

and Jerome Burford of Doniphan, at their Gooseneck 

Camp on Current river. Se we unloaded the guns, 

forded the creek and headed for the road. A short

We were out early next morning and headed back into a 
heavily timbered area where the Buffingtons had seen many 
deer during the autumn.

The first thing we learned was that 

they'd taken another two deer with which two hunters 

hed already left for home. There were eight hunters 

in the party from northwest Missouri, they said, and 

none had ever hunted deer before. In fact, some had 

never hunted at all before.

Mrs. M. lives alone in a slum 
area. She is never able to go 
out after dark and is even fearful 
in her own home. On her Old 
Age Assistance grant she finds it 
hard to meet her minimum ex- 
penses and she desperately needs 
fuel to wmam her damp quarters. 
She also is in need of good shoes 
which she can wear to the clinic 
where she is given medical aid. 


A gift of $25 this Christmas 
would help buy fuel and would 
give her enough to look for an- 
other place to live. To feel that 
someone cared enough to help 
her would make Christmas a day 
full of meaning.

HE loudspeaker was reeling 
7 off more mayhem. In between 

the unceasing string of calls 
was a report of‘a holdup. Some- 
body told me it was in the Third 
District, but nobody seemed to be 
doing anything about it. 

Officer Paul Gourley was sit- 
ting at a long table in one of the 
rear rooms, his cap pushed up- 
ward, pencil printing neatly on a 
report form. He’d just brought 
a man to City Hospital with mul- 
tiple fractures of the lower jaw 
and a badly injured cheek. 
Bleeding from the -mouth and 
talking with great difficulty, the 
man told Gourley he was stand- 
ing at the southeast corner of 
Jefferson and Lafayette avenues, 
waiting for the traffic light to 
change and let him cross. 

A car with three men drove 
up. A man in a sailor’s uniform 
got out, beat Gourley’s man up 
and then the car drove on. Gour- 
ley didn’t say the assailant was 
a sailor. He said the man wore a 
sailor's uniform. The victim

news again soon because the 
the brightest 


[: IS almost a sure bet that 


Planet Venus is 
evening star in the heavens— 
and Venus has been mistaken 
for a flying saucer for several 
years. 

The mistakes are part of a 
pattern that makes a scientist 
shake his head. Last July flying 
saucers were “seen” over Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia, New York 
and in fact the whole Eastern 
seaboard. 

The observers really saw the 
optical illusions created by tem- 
perature inversions (the fo 
tion of a layer of warm air gover 
a layer of cold air) with reflec- 
tions that looked strange and 
weird. Observers said they saw 
lights going through unbelievable 
maneuvers. 

Excitement was heightened be- 
cause radar equipment at various 
airports was also putting on dis- 
plays, showing fuzzy, . moving 
blips on the radarscopes. 

These so-called radar oddities 
—false indications of nonexistent 


objects— while not completely 
explainable even today are be- 
lieved to act the same way as 
television when viewers suddenly 
see a TV program telecast some 
600 miles away. As a television 
signal is supposed to be a line 
of sight signal only, a station 
more than 90 miles away should 
not be received. 

But the July incidents died 
away, and now Venys has arrived 
—and, as usual, many people are 
going to discover Venus for the 
first time and get excited about it. 
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VENUS may have caused the 
death of a flyer who apparently 
tried to chase the planet. It was 
127.000.000 miles from the earth 
at the time! 


In the early afternoon of Jan. 
7, 1948, Capt. Thomas F. Mantell 
led a flight of P-5ls over the 
Goodman Air Force Base, Fort 
Knox, Ky. A strange object had 
been sighted from various places 
over a wide area and when the 
base was alerted by state police 
Capt. Mantell and his flight were 
ordered to search for it. After 
some time the flight caught sight 
of an object which looked like

“an ice cream cone with a red 
top” and the chase was on. 
Capt. Mantell radioed back to 
the Goodman Field tower that he 
had sighted the thing. It seemed 
to be moving at about half his 
speed and he was trying to over- 
take it. Shortly after this report 
his wingmen were outdistanced 
and they returned to the field and 


Capt. Mantell alone persisted in 
the chase. 

Again he made contact with the 
tower, this time to inform them 
the object was moving straight up. 
He indicated he would follow the 
thing up to 20,000 feet and if he 
had not caught it he would aban- 
don the chase. Some minutes later 
Thomas Mantell crashed to his 
death 100 miles south of the field. 

* * * 

THERE WAS an immediate of- 
cial investigation. Wild specula- 
tion and rumor accompanied the 
search for the cause of the acci- 
dent. Subsequently, Air Force in- 
vestigators disclosed that Capt. 
Mantell had not flown to 20,000 
feet but had gone up to 33,000 
feet. They believe he blacked out 
from lack of oxygen and crashed 
while unconscious. 

The nature of the object was 
not disclosed. But Venus was 
brighter than anything else in the 
sky with the exception of the sun 
at the time: it was 100 times as 
bright as the North Star, and 
bright enough to be seen in full 
sunlight by keen-eyed observers. 

The next significant part of the 
story took place some 18 months 
later. Again in the same part of 
the country there occurred a fly- 


ing saucer flurry. Again it was 
seen by the Goodman Air Force, 
Base personnel. This time instea 
of trying to catch it, the men ac 
curately determined the position 
of the object. The co-ordinates 
were sent to a mathematician in @ 
nearby college and when he com- 
pared them with the position of 
Venus at the time, the positions 
coincided! It had been Venus ‘all 
along. 

The normal presence of Venus 
in the sky after sunset arouses an 
incredible amount of curiosity. 

On March 8, 1953, Venus will 
be at its maximum brightness and 
be visible in the daytime sky, if 
the sky is clear while a cloud 
ebscures the sun. Apparently a 
condition like that existed Jan. 8, 
1948,. permitting Kentucky ob- 
servers to see Venus when it was 
only about 30 degrees from th 
sun, at half its maximum bril- 
liance. Curiously, whenever the 
Fels Planetarium personnel idens 
tify bright objects as Venus ques- 
tioners will invariably say, “Fun, 
ny, 1 never saw that before.” Of 
course they have. Many timed 
But every three years Venus is 
an evening star and memories 
are likely to be poor over that 
stretch of time.

Meet the Press was originated 
y Lawrence E. Spivak, former 
publisher of the American Mer- 
cury, and Martha Rountree, a 
good-looking Carolinian who has 
engaged in trade paper, pulp and 
radio writing, who produced such 
shows as “Leave It to the Girls” 
and who is one of Washington’s 
more popular hostesses. Miss 
Rountree is moderator of Meet 
the Press, on which questions are 
fired at public figures by three 
newsmen—different ones each 
week—and Spivak, who is sort of 
clean-up man. 

Meet the Press has been able 
to engineer the appearances of 
many political lights—Gen. Wal- 
ter Bedell Smith, Kenneth Royall, 
Senator James H. Duff, Senator 
Robert Taft, Gov. Earl Warren, 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge and 
Harold Stassen, to name a few— 
because they believe they get a 
fair shake on the program. 

In fact, getting people to ap- 
pear is no problem any more, 
since the program is an admirable 
sounding board and there are 
many who welcome the opportu- 
nity. As one Senator told Spivak, 
who with Martha Rountree is co- 
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owner of the show and a regular 
panel member, getting on Meet 
the Press is “like a lawyer finally 
getting a judgeship.” 

So far, no Meet the Press show 
has degenerated into a knock- 
down, drag-out fight. 

Bilbo’s appearance probably 
produced the tensest half hour 
in the history of Meet the Press. 
There had been many protests 
and demonstrations about his ap- 
pearance on the program.

Some opera 
ldvers may decry this as but an- 
other intervention of the machine 
into the communication of live 
music. It is just that, of course, 
and everybody with a_ choice 
would naturally prefer the live 
performance. 

Only a few have such a choice, 
however; and even in the pre- 
radio, premovie days opera was 
a: luxury that only the largest 
metropolitan cities could afford. 
Se mechanically reproduced 
opera, when it becomes generally 
available, will be a wholly new 
experience for millions of Amer- 
icans, 


At this point the question 
arises: Is the transmission of a 
live performance by television 
the ideal method of bringing 
reproduced amore to the great 
public? It will have the advant- 
age of being shown simultaneous- 
iy with the live performance at 
the source and audiences in Chi- 
tago, Kankakee or Eufaula can 
tell themselves that what they are 
seeing will never be repeated 
since every live performance is 
ynique in some small particular 
and subject, at the time, to all 
the pressures of the moment. 
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A PERFORMANCE designed 
for a live audience at the Metro- 
politan, however, will be a static 
affair on the television screen in 
comparison with a performance 
regulated entirely to suit the 
technique of the camera. And at 
the moment, the movie camera is 
more sensitive and more flexible 
than the television camera and 
the finished moving-picture play 
is superior to the television play 
in. both its visual and auditory 
aspects. The reasons for this are 
obvious. Movie engineers have 
perfected their technique and 
television is still experimenting; 
moreover the television image is 
inferior to the motion picture. 

In the circumstances the mo- 
tion picture opera should be bet- 
fer than anything transmitted 
over television and the difference 
would be even greater if the 
source of the telecast is the Met- 
ropolitan Opera or any operatic 
production devised for. a live 
theater. It should have a much 
wider audience, too, at prices 
ranging from 60 tents to $1 in- 
stead of the $2.50 average. 
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UP TO THE PRESENT the 
motion picture industry hasn't 
been interested in opera because 
there has been no mass demand 
for it. Certain quality pictures 
have demonstrated, however, that 
it is possible to make a profit with 
them even though the immediate 
audience is small compared with 
the audience for commercial pic- 
tures. Laurence Olivier’s produc- 
tion of Shakespeare’s “Henry V,” 
for instance, has been a profitable 
enterprise, and will be more so be- 
cause it has an indefinite term of 
life. For the same reasons a 
superior production of an opera 
could be played indefinitely in 
art theaters, schools, colleges, 
adult education centers and small 
town auditoriums. It could be 
shown wherever movies are shown 
whereas the televised opera re- 
quires special: machinery. 

Converting an opera into a 
motion picture would require pa- 
tience and considerable artistic 
imagination if the full resources 
of the medium were to be used, 
without compromising the music. 
It can be done, and well done, 
however, as was demonstrated in 
“The Lost One,” the Columbia 
Pictures version of “La Traviata” 
made in Rome. Not every opera is 
suitable to such conversion; but 
many of them are. Furthermore 
‘the regular production of opera 
in motion pictures would provide 
a stimulus to the American com- 
poser who doesn’t write opera 
now because there is nobody to 
produce it. 

In the meantime televised 
opera will be haying its chance. 
The returns from these first ven- 
tures will be examined with in- 
terest by opera lovers every- 
where.

An Expert Shows How Ribbon 
Is Transformed Into Ornaments 


HRISTMAS GIFT WRAPPING is coming into its own as a 

household art. Wrappings used to be considered simply 

a festive touch to a parcel’s exterior. Now, thé richly 

patterned papers, the ribbon-wrought bows and flowers, the 

intricately wound ties, all contribute to investing even father's 
Yuletide socks with a theatrical aura. 

Creating elaborate effects with wrapping paper and rib- 
bon takes a little dexterity and know-how, but the knack may 
be readily acquired. A number of ornate bows are just vari- 
ations of a basic bow formed by tied loops of ribbon. Some 
ribbon flower formations take study and practice, but the 
rose, for one, is an easy, spectacular trick. 

At department storé demonstrations in St. Louis, Bette 
Jeanne Hoover, a professional gift-wrap instructor, recom- 
mended that ee paper be used sparingly. To be able 
to keep corners sharp and neatly mitered, only enough paper 
to cover the parcel adequately should be used. On a rec- 
tangular parcel, the paper should have a two-inch overlap 
when wrapped once around it; to make neat folds, the ends 
are cut to extend an inch longer than half the depth of the 
box. In folding énds, the paper is turned down snugly against 
the box and secured with seals before g. If the paper 
has.a large design, it should be centered on the top of the 
box before cutting it to fit.

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SPRING BOW 


The spring bow is handsome in itself and has numerous 
variations. It is formed by winding ribbon in a tiny circle 
around tip of thumb, then making graduated loops equi- 
distant apart until spring is desired size.

Increasing Conflicts Mark the Demands of African 
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By OLIVER F. FINK of the PICTURES Staff 


FRICA IS BECOMING an increasingly troubled continent. Mod- 
ern ideas of freedom and progress, of economic and political 
equality, have penetrated even to the more primitive portions 

of its some 190,000,000 people. 

The result has been widespread manifestations of unrest that in 
a number of important areas has been marked by political upsets, 
racial conflicts, or even violent outbursts that have approached armed 
rebellion. Because of Africa's strategic importance to Western mili- 
tary alignments and to world economics—it is rich in resources—the 
unrest has posed serious international problems. Unsettled condi- 
tions ‘in Egypt have threatened the Western nations’ defense plans. 
The independence demands of the French territories of Tunisia and 
Morocco have been in the United Nations by the Arab 
Asian bloc, to the bitter resentment of France. India and Pakistan, 
with Arab-Asian bloc support, have taken the matter of acute racial 
discrimination in the Union of South Africa before the U.N. 

Most of Africa’s discontent has its roots in colonialism, although 
the rise from primitivism stems from the same source. On the entire 
continent there are but five independent nations. They are the Re- 
public of Liberia, the Egyptian, Ethiopian-Eritrean and the Libyan 
monarchies, and the Union of South Africa, a British dominion. Their 
total area is about 1,976,000 square miles. The rest of Africa, some 
9,635,000 square miles, is parceled out among Britain, France, Spain, 
Portugal, Belgium and, temporarily, Italy. Governmental forms in 
some 40 political divisions range from Ethiopia's absolute monarchy 
to colonies. 


A major sore spot for some years has been the Union of South 
A ; eme racial discrimination and acute feeling between 
whites and non-whites has caused the Union to be termed Africa's 
racial tinderbox. For years the 2,500,000 white settlers held unchal- 
lenged supremacy over the non-whites—about 8,500,000 Africans, 
990,000 Coloreds (peoples of mixed blood), and 300,000 Indians. Now 
the non-whites are bitterly; in some cases bloodily, demanding more 
equality. , 

South Africa's present acute dangers stem from the “apartheid” 
(strict ) policy inaugurated in the Seventeenth Century 
and “tightened up” by Nationalist Premier Daniel F. Malan when he 
came into power four years ago. Last June non-whites began a pas- 
sive resistance campaign that has filled the jails and sporadic riots, 
disavowed by the passive resistance leaders, have resulted in numer- 
ous deaths. Recently Malan tried to disfranchise, by high-handed 
parliamentary tactics, 50,000 Coloreds who are the only non-whites 
with the vote. His effort caused a constitutional crisis, was thwarted 
by an Appellate Court ruling. 

The plight'of non-white peoples in South Africa has had an ad- 
verse effect on efforts to form a federation of British Northern Rhodesia, 
Southern Rhodesia, and Nyasaland. Although the object of federation 
is eventual dominion status, some natives of Northern Rhodesia and

Last week the situation became 
acute in the protectorates of Tunisia and Morocco. Nine days ago a 
nationalist labor leader was- murdered in Tunisia, where past recur- 
ring clashes had caused many deaths. Tunisian workers called a 
walkout, and militant Tunisian nationalists battled police. The Tu- 
nisian outbreaks sparked a general strike in Morocco. Bitter rioting 
flared up in Morocco last Sunday, continued into the week. Numer- 
ous Moroccans and several Europeans were killed, many wounded. 


Egypt became a major international problem in October, 1951, 
when it denounced its treaty with Britain covering the British occupa- 
den ef the Secs Conch sane aul tales welevel tie Aes ie 
dan. The Suez dispute for a time threatened to break out into sustained 
warfare. Last July Major General Mohammed Naguib seized power, 
replaced King Farouk with Parouk’s small son, and recently forced the 
extremely nationalist Wafd party from the political scene. Elimina- 
tion of the Wafdist power removed both an obstacle to Naguib’s an- 
nounced program for domestic reform and the chief barrier to renewed 
negotiations with the British. Farouk had claimed suzerainty over the 
Sudan. Under Naguib, Egypt and the Sudan recently signed an agree- 
ment recognizing the Sudan's right to home rule and self-determination. 
Britain had previously made pr for Sudanese self-government. 

Elsewhere in Africa has mostly been expressed less 
in violence than in tical consciousness and a demand for 
better living conditions, al 
breaks in the French island colony of Madagascar. 
appeared to build up chiefly in areas where economic or racial con- 
flicts, sometimes both, feed the desire for independence. 


Nyasaland hesitate to exchange British colonial administration for 
le Malanism on the part of Southern Rhodesia’s white settlers. 
The Union of South Africa has sought to annex the 317,725 square 
miles of Southwest Africa, now mandated to it under the United Na- 
tions. Malan has announced also a hope of turning the Union into 
a republic and absorbing some of its neighbors, including the British 
protectorates of Basutoland, Bechuanaland, and Swaziland. Basuto- 
land is entirely and Swaziland is almost entirely surrounded by the 
Union. Pro-British Natal, one of the Union’s provinces, has talked of 
possible secession should the Nationalists, largely pro-Nazi in World 
War II, go too far in racism or expansion. 
Farther to the north another explosive situation has arisen in a 
British colony. Kenya is under a state of emergency because of an 
outbreak of anti-white terrorism by the secret Mau Mau society. 


The Mau Meu, with many thousands of members, has teken a 
blood oath to drive out all the colony’s European settlers, who num- 
ber some 30,000 in a population of about 5,500,000. Source of the 
unrest is partly economic, partly political, and mostly sheer terror- 
ism. One factor is that the white settlers have the best land, which 
was not ated when they came to Kenya, while the natives have

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Coming: Better Teachers 


Here’s a report on plans to lure America’s BEST students into teaching. 


Studying at lunch in her room near Harvard, Sally Martyn is typical of the new teachers. 
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: CAMBRIDGE, Mass. 
meERIcA’s public school system is getting 
—at last—a transfusion of. new blood. 

If you’d like to see for yourself, 
drop in any afternoon for tea in a 
steamy, brick-walled basement room 
of ancient Lawrence Hall at Harvard Univer- 
sity here. 

You’ll find a gathering of bright, good-look- 

ing boys and girls, fresh out of the U.S.’s top 
liberal arts colleges where most of them were 
honor students. And they’ll be arguing hotly 
about the problems of their future careers— 
teaching your children. 
@ PARADE came to Harvard to get the first 
national report on a new plan for curing the 
“anemia” afflicting our schools—an alarming 
shortage of able teachers. 

The plain fact, educators will tell you, is that 
many of the best students in our best colleges 
don't go into public school teaching. 

@ If you corner her at tea in Lawrence Hall, 
a girl like Sally Martyn, a slim, poised brunette 
from Wellesley College, can tell you why. 

For her and thousands of other liberal arts 
students, it’s a question of whether you spend 
your college years learning how to teach or 
what to teach. 

“I didn’t want to devote mine just to learn- 
ing how to teach,” says Sally. “I wanted to 
learn all I could about fields like economics, 
science, history and mathematics. I think my 
life will be richer for studying these things. 
And I hope I'll be a better teacher.” 


Harvard’s Appeal 


ALLY Is at Harvard now for one chief rea- 
son: she’s found a graduate school of 
education that caters to students who 

have had no previous education courses. In 
just one more year, she’ll not only be able to 
teach, but she’ll have the broad, general edu- 
cation she wanted. 

America’s teachers colleges do, of course, 
offer liberal arts studies as well as education 
courses. But Sally’s remarks reflect a wide- 
spread feeling on liberal arts campuses. 

Many liberal arts colleges don’t even offer 
education courses. When they do, many stu- 
dents won’t take them on the grounds that 
they are “dull” or a “waste of time.” 

Fair or not, this feeling reduces the number 
of potential teachers. Nor do teachers colleges 
—many of which are excellent—make up the 
difference. They turn out only one-fifth of our 
teachers. 

Yet in most states having any requirements

It’s good news for parents, children—and overworked teachers . . . 


for teachers, such technical courses are the 
very Key to entering the profession. Twenty- 
five states, for example, require no specific 
liberal arts training. But they do call for vary- 
ing credits in education courses. 

The result? Last year, only six Wellesley girls 
went into public school teaching; only five 
boys from Harvard’s first post-war class, 1946, 
chose such a career. The Alumnae Office of 
Vassar College reports “The trend among re- 
cent graduates has veered away from public 
school teaching.” The story is the same at 
other top-notch schools. 

Says Joan F. Bishop, director of the Welles- 
ley placement office: “Many more students 
express an initial interest in teaching than 
actually become teachers. The principal deter- 
rents are a desire to live in acity and inablity 
to meet specific certification requirements.” 

What does all this mean to your child? It 
means, simply, that he doesn’t have a very 
good chance of getting a qualified teacher. 

As of now, half the nation’s elementary 
school teachers do not have any kind of a 
four-year college degree, according to the Na- 
tional Education Assn. 

Why? “Through 1957, we will need more

than 105,000 elementary teachers yearly to 
keep up with the growing school population,” 
says T. M. Stinnett, NEA expert on teacher 
training and standards. “But we are turning 
out only about 35,000 four-year graduates!” 
@ And even these graduates—on the average 
~are far from the best that you want for your 
child. | 

Henry Chauncey, president of the Educa- 
tional Testing Service, Princeton, N.J., reports 
that students in education ranked lowest in 


ability of any group taking the Selective Serv- 
ice College Qualification Tests. 

“The only conclusion that can be drawn 
from the exceptionally poor performance of 
the group as a whole is that a large number 
of low-ability students are preparing to enter 
the teaching field,’”’ Chauncey says. 

Earlier studies, he adds, show that the wo- 
men planning to enter education tend to rank 
even lower than the men who took the tests. 

It’s no wonder that educational doctors 
agree on the need for a shot in the arm.

Others feel the pay 
would take care of itself—if teachers are 
good enough to deserve it.

@ But all agree that more of the bright stu-' 


dents in liberal arts schools should bécome 
teachers. 

@ So the Fund for the Advancement of Edu- 
cation (set up by the Ford Foundation) is now 
financing four experiments, designed to entice 
these students into a public school teaching 
career. 

@ These experiments are going on at the 


Graduate School of Education, Harvard Uni- - 


versity; the School of Education, Cornell Uni- 
versity, Ithaca, N.Y.; the University of Louis- 
ville, Louisville, Ky.; and all 15 accredited pub- 
lic and private four-year colleges in the state 
of Arkansas. 

Details of the courses vary in each of these 
institutions. But the fundamental purpose is 
the same — to encourage future teachers to 
spend their first four years getting as broad 
an education as possible. 

By taking a fifth—and, in the case of Louis- 
ville, a sixth—year, the students in the experi- 
ment earn master’s degrees in education. 
Many of them are helped by scholarships from 
the Fund. 

The purpose of the graduate work is to give 
students a grounding in modern education 
theory. At the same time, they get actual 
teaching experience on a “practice” basis. 

“Our hope,” says John K. Weiss, assistant 
vice-president of the Fund, “is to improve the 
quality of teacher education.” 

Speaking for Harvard, Dean Francis Keppel, 
of the Graduate School of Education, com- 
ments: ‘We have no quarrel with professional 
training in education. In fact, we require our 
students to master it. But we think these stud- 
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ies can be inspiring. That's what we're trying 
to sell to the 29 liberal arts colleges which are 
cooperating with us in an effort to interest 
their students in teaching.” 

Will these projects work? Spokesmen for 
the National Education Assn. and the US. 
Office of Education are taking a wait-and-see 
attitude. Even the most enthusiastic boosters 
admit it will take years to tell. 

There are some straws in the wind, however. 
One of them is enrollment at the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education. [t jumped from 
70 to 135 this year. The other is the story of 
Sally Martyn. 

@ Sally, who comes from Aurora, O., near 
Akron, and wants to return to a small town to 
teach grade school, tells it this way: 

@ “Because I majored in economics, I got a

job 2 years ago as secretary to a stock and 
bond analyst. I had a good future as far as 
making money is concerned. But I soon tired 
of having somebody else’s thoughts flow 
through me onto a typewriter. 

@ “Besides, I knew I liked working with kids 
from my experiences at summer camp in prep 
school days. And I wanted to make my years 
of working-—I don’t expect to work too long 
—count. But I still balked at learning how to 
teach until a Wellesley friend told me about 
Harvard. 

“I feel at home here at last. The work is 
fascinating, because the other students are 
used to critical thinking, too. Why, our pro- 
fessors would be worried if we accepted what 
they tell us as gospel. 

“Really, teaching is a very exciting thing. 
And learning about it can be exciting, too.” 

When word like that gets around to col- 
leges, “new blood” should flow freely. s

Hit by a Ship 


Knocked off its base by an ore carrier, a 42-foot lighthouse teeters like a man who's had one too many. 


GROSSE ILE, Mich. 
KIPPERS Of ore ships on the De- 
troit River keep their fingers 
crossed when they pass Living- 
ston Lighthouse—or what’s left 

of it. 

They hope the 900-ton structure, 
now standing in the channel like a 
tired drunk, won't topple. If it does, 
it will block the channel. 

@ All this is the result of an argu- 
ment the lighthouse had with a ship. 
One man who'll never forget it is 
E. J. McGuire. He was there. 

@ McGuire is a veteran “marine re- 
porter” who logs ships from a radio 
shack on the lighthouse platform. 

@ It was exactly 7:30 a.m. when 
McGuire saw the massive bulk of an 
ore ship looming out of a pea soup 
fog and heading for the lighthouse. 
He screamed a warning. 

The next instant, the SS Kulas, 
loaded with 13,600 tons of ore, 
smashed into the lighthouse, her

bow riding up on the platform. The 
lighthouse teetered on its base and 
McGuire’s radio shack slid into the 
water. 

“She knocked it over like it was a 
matchbox,” said McGuire. 

“When the radio shack sank,” said 
McGuire, “the suction pulled me 


under the water. I came up about 


100 feet away from the wreckage. 


‘| Just Crawled’ 


ve MANAGED to swim to the light- 
house, but I was afraid to get 
back on. It looked like it was 
ready to go any minute. I would have 
been trapped under 900 tons of con- 
crete. All I could do was crawl up 
on a broken slab. , 
‘“‘Meantime, the Kulas had 
dropped anchor. She had a hole in 
her bow plates and was taking 
water. The current carried her 600 
feet downstream. 


“The captain radioed the dock 
that he’d hit the lighthouse. A friend 
of mine, listening to short wave, 
heard the ship’s call. 

“He jumped into his outboard and’ 
started looking for me: He got lost 
in the fog, hit a breakwater, bashed 
in his hull, turned around and hit 
ethe Kulas, then finally got his bear- 
ings and made for the light. 

“I kept hollering to guide him. 
He picked me up and took me to 
shore. I had a gash on my head and 
was minus four front teeth.” 
® The Kulas, McGuire found out 
later, had lost her bearings in the 
fog because her radar conked out. 
Engines barely turning, she was 
drifting with the current at eight 
knots. After the crash, she got her 
pumps going and went on. Nobody 
on the boat was hurt. 

(The lighthouse probably won't 

be repaired until next Spring.) 
@ McGuire is back now on the job 
—but in a temporary radio shack on 
shore not far from the lighthouse. 
® “If this sort of thing spreads,” he 
Says, “we're going to run low on 
lighthouses around here.”
